Even on the Pacific coast, 
where the preservation' of temporary 
buildings is comparatively inexpensive, 
no civic protest appears to 'stand in the 
way of the razing crew. The_ site of the 
1915 San Francisco exposition is an eye- 
sore. In the German building at Chicago 
was the glory of that beautiful and rare* 
architecture which gives towns like 
Prague and Munich their tourist charm 
and quaintness.

Adventures In The Library

HARDY ON CENSORSHIP 


Thomas Hardy has won the right 


to respectful attention on any subject 
and particularly on the subject of 
the freedom of an artist to express 
himself in the manner his art seems 
to require.. As "the author of some 
of the finest novels written anywhere 
in the world during the nineteenth 
century and as poet of commanding 
importance in the twentieth, he merits 
attention when at the age of 85 he 
expresses an opinion on the aft he 
has practiced all his life. 


In a new book called "Life and 


Art," 
containing Hardy miscellany 


collected by Ernest Brenrteckc, Jr.. 
occurs 
the following Hardy 
pron- 


ouncement on censorship of fiction: 


"It may seem something of para- 


dox to assert that the novels which 
most conduce to moral profit are like- 
ly to be among those written without 
a moral purpose. 
But the truth of 


the statement may be realized when 
we consider that the didactic novel 
is so generally devoid of vraisem- 
blance as to teach nothing but the 
impossibility of tampering with nat- 
ural truth to advance dogmatic opin- 
ions. These on the other hand", which 
impress the reader .with the inevitable- 
ness of character and environment in 
working out destiny, whether that des- 
tiny be just or unjust, enviable or 
cruel, must have a sound effect if not 
what-is called a good effect, upon a 
healthy mind.

"Of the effects of such sincere pre 


sentatlon on weak minds, when the 
course of .the characters ,is not € 
emplary and the rewards and punish- 
ments "ill adjusted to the deserts, it 
is not our duty to consider too close 
ly. A novel which does moral injury 
to a dozen imbeciles and has bracing 
results upon a thousand intellects of 
normal' vigor, can justify its exis 
tence and probably a novel was never 
written by the purest-minded author 
for which there could not be found

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some moral invalid or other whom it 
was capable of harming." 


Hardy himself is perhaps the best 


illustration of this pronouncement.. 
His novels are the perfect type 
books that were written without 
didactic purpose but that have a bet- 
ter chance to be a bracing effect on 
the English speaking world than a 
thousand books written for the sake 
ct the moral. 


There is some reason for barring 


some of the great Hardy novels from 
the open shelves of public libraries 
where they can be indiscriminately 
taken by all sorts of persons of weak 
or immature intellect, although their 
danger has, even for such people, 
been, I believe, greatly exaggerated 
by most libraries. 
But it is possible 


that some "soft" minds might be in- 
jured by "Jude the Obscure," but that 
is not- the slightest reason for with- 
holding It from thousands of normal 
persons 
who can, find intellectual 


stimulus in it and •spiritual-enrich-

ment.

- The art of fiction can" never Nbe 
taken seriously ? unless a considerable 
part of the general public adopts thqj 
point of view expressed by Hardy 
ln the paragraphs quoted abovet If 
fiction is to be kept on the level of 
children, imbeciles, .weakling, or va- 
cant minds no writer who has any 
intellectual vigor would care to prac- 
tice it. Only writers who are relative- 
ly 
weak-minded themselves 
would 


care to devote their lives to producing; 
stuff for the mentally immature or 
weak and the Hardys and writers ot 
that stamp would seek expression in' 
some other way. 


In the long run the books with 


noble sounding morals that lie about 
real life as it is do more harm than 
those that present things as they are, 
the unlovely as well as the lovely.
